Among the first and most Important 


appliances of the workroom is a con- 
venient and substantial work-benchl A 
cheap snLstitcte is sometimes provided 
In the form of a large kitchen table.

Inches In thickness. Through one ol 
these legs, at a distance of eight inches 
from the lower end. cut a mortise (as 
shown at A In figures 5 and 10) JVi 
Inches Iocs and seven-eighths of aa Inch 
wide to guide the slide piece of the lower 
end of the vUe. Next cut off two 
seven-eighth Inch end rails. 'S inches 
long and 10 Inches wide, and caret oily 
call a rail firmly to the npper ends of 
each pair of less—nailing these end rails 
to the edges of the legs, as shown at 
E in Fig.», and uslcg »U-lnch wire nails.

The best wood for this top Is hard 


(southern) pice, which is much firmer 
and less liable to warp thaa the other 
cheap woods. The plank must be thor- 
oughly seasoned, and should be fastened 
to the frame with three-Inch No. 1C 
wood screws, counter sunk into tie top 
so as to be telow the top surface ot the 
bench. To fet the position for the 
screws, lay the plank IB position on
